PHIL SPECTOR, the record 
producer whose distinctive 
“wall of sound” transformed 
Sixties pop music, was charged 
with murder yesterday over 
the death of a B-movie actress 
at his California mansion. 

Lana Clarkson, the star of 
Roger Corman’s cult classic 
Barbara Queen, was found 
dead in the entrance of Mr 
Spector's home in the Los 
Angeles suburb of Alhambra 
on February 3. 

The actress died of a single 
bullet wound to the head and 


neck. In an interview with 
Esquire magazine in July, Mr 
Spector, 62, suggested that Ms 
Clarkson, 40, had killed 
herself. 

“She kissed the gun. I have 
no idea why,” he said. “I never 
knew her, never even saw her 
before that night.” He said he 
did not witness the shooting, 
but went to the entrance 
where Ms Clarkson's body was 
found after he heard a shot. 
He said he called police 
himself. 

Mr Spector said that Ms 
Clarkson was “loud and 
drunk” before they left the 
club where she worked.
